The news. from the Far East this 
wweeke takes"its natural place in the 
perspective ~ of this historic pur- 
pose.

In a word, Japan 
was not ready at the favourable 
moment. Whether she will move 
when her army reorganisation is 
complete Js a speculation; and, 
meanwhile,, her policy in North 
China confronts the Nanking Goy-
